Which being done, Captaine Stztfield gave 
firict command that generall ſhouts and ac- 
clamattons would be heard throughout the: 
Army, the Trumpe:s, Drums, and. Fiffes 
with their ſhrill Notes arid plealant accents 
fil d the Ecchoing Ayre,our Canons ratled, 
and with fſwitteſt ſpeed unto the Rebels, 
gave a Churltih welcome, for our ſwift Bul-
